REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Following the above amendment and the Decision of the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences of March 29, 2002. all of the claims 440!are allowable. 

However, method claims 30-36 stand withd^wn as directed to a non-elected invention. 
Consistent with the Board's Decision, the Examiner is respectfully requested to withdraw the 
restriction requirement and allow method claims 30-36 along with allowable claims 4-29 and 
37-40. The method claims 30-36 are inherently allowable in view of the Board's Decision as 
not of the prior art suggests "biasing the adjustment components (18, 20) together to shorten the 
overall length of die first (14) and second (16) conduit sections". Applicant has endured lengthy 
prosecution and expense and it would endure yet tfuirdier undue hardship to file a divisional 
application under the Re-issue requirements to ojbtair clearly allowable claims 30-36. In 
addition, it would be unfair to the public at large toihave two re-issue patents from one parent. 
Applicant pleads with the EKaminer to withdraw the restriction and allow claims 30-36. 

In the event the Examiner does not withdraw the restriction requirement, the Examiner 
is authorized to cancel claims 30-36 whereupon the applicant will file a divisional application.
